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Heads reveal plan 
tor special school

A NEW school could be built in 
Ely to cater for children with 
special educational needs, the 
Weekly News can reveal. 

The City of Ely Community Coll¬ 
ege has announced plans to build 
the facility for children aged 8 - 16 . 

The college and The Harbour School, a 
residential school based in Wilburton for 
boys with special educational needs, have 
joined forces to develop the ambitious 
project. 

College principal Catherine Jenkinson- 
Dix, and head of The Harbour, Mary Rayner, 
say potential sites for the new school, 
named The Bridge, are currently being 
identified. 

The revelation comes a week after the 
Weekly News reported how the Pupil Referral 
Unit (PRU) in Ely was under threat of closure 
as Cambridgeshire County Council reviews 
its provision of Education Otherwise than at 
School (Eotas) services. 

The unit, in Barton Road, caters for East 
Cambridgeshire’s most vulnerable students 
and staff and pupils said they were “heart¬ 
broken” by the news. 

Mrs Jenkinson-Dix and Mrs Rayner say 
The Bridge would offer a more cost effective 
and tailored solution to the PRU.

NO large scale housing 
developments should be 
built in Ely until the city’s 
infrastructure is “drastically” 
improved. 

That’s the message from resi¬ 
dents who are urging councillors 
not to rubber-stamp major new 
residential schemes until the 
necessary infrastructure is in 
place. 

The warning comes after 
almost 300 people attended a 
two-day public consultation on 
major proposals to build around 
3,000 new homes to the north of 
Ely. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) wants to 
develop land to the north of the 
Princess of Wales Hospital in 
future years, based on the Ely 
Masterplan. 

The plans were revealed just 
weeks after the Church Comm¬ 
issioners, an investment comp¬ 
any run by the Church of 
England, announced plans to 
build 500 new homes on land 
east of the hospital. 

The Highflyer Farm scheme 
could feature a new primary 
school and community facilities.

Cambridge Road, said: “I went to 
the consultation concerning the 
plans for the north of Ely. As 
much as I understand Ely needs 
to grow, I think we need to be 
careful. 

“Our infrastructure needs to be 
drastically improved before we 
go increasing the population so 
considerably. 

“Are our roads, public trans¬ 
port facilities and shops really 
equipped to cope with thousands 
more people yet?” 

Littleport resident Harry 
Jacobs said: “Major housing 
developments like this are 
exciting but there is no way they 
should be built unless Ely is able 
to cope with them. 

“We need things like a south¬ 
ern bypass and our public 
transport needs a major overview 
before developments like this are 
approved.” 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of 
ECDC’s strategic development 
committee, said the views raised 
by residents were “extremely 
important”. 

He said: “It was heartening to 
see so many people coming 


along to have their say at our 
exhibition. 

“Many of them quite rightly 
pointed out that before we see 
any large scale housing develop¬ 
ment we need to make sure the 
infrastructure is in place to cope 
with the new demand. 

“This is an extremely imp¬ 
ortant point and one which goes 
to the heart of our masterplan. 

“Over the next few weeks offi¬ 
cers will be analysing the resp¬ 
onses received to the exhibition 
questionnaire and will be 
reporting these to the council 
before further refining and 
developing the plans.”

A JUMBLE sale will be 
raising money for the 
British Red Cross on 
Saturday at the Ely 
Centre in West Fen Road, 
Ely, from 10am onwards. 
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Lily House owner 
facing cash crisis 

FEARS are being raised for elderly 
residents of a care home after a national 
healthcare company announced it was 
facing financial difficulties. 

Southern Cross Healthcare, one of 
Britain’s largest care home groups, 
manages seven care homes in 
Cambridgeshire, including Lily House in 
Ely 

Last week, the firm started emergency 
talks with the government and confirmed 
its rent obligations had become 
“unsustainable”. 

Now there are concerns that if its care 
homes are forced to close, thousands of 
elderly and vulnerable residents at Lily 
House could be made homeless. 

Although Southern Cross Healthcare 
insists that will not happen, Cambridge¬ 
shire Euro MP Richard Howitt is worried. 

He said: “Providing high-quality care for 
the elderly is a growing problem and now 
is not the time for care homes to face 
closure. 

“It would be a terrible upheaval for 
residents to be forced to move from the 
place they call home. 

“We are not talking about numbers on a 
balance sheet, but about mums, dads and 
grandparents whose long-term care 
should be a priority.” 

But Pam Finnis, regional director for 
Southern Cross Healthcare, insists its 
residents will not be made homeless. 

She said: “Like all independent care 
providers, we continue to face challenges 
because fewer people are being placed in 
our homes by local authorities, many of 
whom are seeking to reduce the fee levels 
they pay in line with public spending cuts. 

“We are taking decisive action to ensure 
our business remains sustainable.”

Mrs Jenkinson-Dix said: “Until recently, 
when we’ve identified that a child requires 
an alternative means of education but 
does not have a statement of special 
needs, we have been able to access local 
authority support and, if needed, refer the 
student to the PRU. 

“But as cuts to public services have 
begun to take effect, these services have 
been gradually rolled back, leaving these 
young people in environments which are 
not right for them. 

“These are some of our most vulnerable 
young people - they need something else, 
something very specific to their individual 
needs.” 

The proposal, which will be submitted 
to the Department for Education (DfE) in 
June, is for a free school to open in Sept¬ 
ember 2012. 

Governed by local school heads, parents 
and community leaders, The Bridge 
would be managed and delivered by a 
learning program called 7KS. 

Local mainstream schools would refer 
students to the school when they identify 
a specific need. 

Mrs Rayner said: “Our initial discuss¬ 
ions with the schools in the Ely and 
Witchford Partnerships that will ultimately 
benefit from The Bridge have been very 
positive. 

“If we continue to get it wrong, the 
ultimate cost to the lost potential in some 
of these highly creative young people is all 
too high.” 

Ben Gibbs, development manager at Ely 
college, is co-ordinating the application to 
the DfE and said a public consultation will 
now be launched.

GOLF course owner Graham 
Mawe has described his horror at 
hearing his beloved clubhouse had 
burnt to the ground. 

The devastating blaze happened at the 
headquarters of On a Par Driving Range in 
Downham Road, Ely. 

Fire crews from Ely, Littleport and 
Soham fought to extinguish the flames but 
were unable to save the building, which 
included the club’s offices, shop, bar and 
kitchen. 

The inferno broke out at 7.45pm last 
Friday. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue Service 
(CFRS) has confirmed the fire was started 
deliberately. 

Mr Mawe, who opened the golf course 11 
years ago, said he was “devastated” but is 
adamant the clubhouse will re-open. 

He told the Weekly News : “I was on a 
skiing holiday in Austria when I received a 
call about the fire. We drove straight back 
home. 

“I’m devastated and in shock, and have 
no idea why someone would have done 
this. 

“A van was seen in the car park around 
20 minutes before the fire broke out but 
that could just be speculation. 

“We have lost everything apart from the 


golf course itself. The entire clubhouse has 
been destroyed, including the shop, the bar 
and the kitchen. 

“The trophy cabinet has melted and all 
our photos are gone. The only thing that 
survived is a picture that was in the ladies’ 
toilets. 

“I estimate the damage to be around 
£300,000.” 

Mr Mawe has praised the fire service and 
described their work in tackling the fire as 
“fabulous”. 

He also thanked the club’s members and 
local residents for their support. 

Mr Mawe said: “I’ve now got to look to 
the future and concentrate on re-building 
the clubhouse. 


“This is my chance to make it bigger and 
better and we will 100 per cent re-open.” 

Despite the state of the clubhouse, the 
golf course re-opened on Sunday for a 
competition. 

Mr Mawe added: “I’d like to thank my 
members for their support and would like 
to make it clear that the golf course itself is 
still open.” 

A spokesman for CFRS said: “Our 
investigations have concluded that this fire 
was deliberate. This is a valuable amenity 
for the people of Ely and it is terrible that it 
is no longer there.”

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School failing 
pupils: Ofsted 


A SCHOOL has been 
placed under special 
measures after inspectors 
said it was failing to pro¬ 
vide an acceptable stand¬ 
ard of education. 

Millfield Primary School in 
Littleport has been rated as 
inadequate in its overall effect¬ 
iveness following its latest Ofsted 
inspection last month. 

Inspectors also said the 
school’s capacity for sustained 
improvement is inadequate. 

They said attainment at the 
school, which caters for 236 
pupils aged 4-11, was inad¬ 
equate. 

Pupils’ learning and progress 
was also rated as inadequate, as 
was the quality of teaching, the 
way the school is managed, and 
the effectiveness with which the 
school promotes equality of 
opportunity and tackles dis¬ 
crimination. 

The quality of learning for 
pupils with special needs and 
disabilities was also rated as 
inadequate, as was the effect¬ 
iveness of the school’s governing

body. 

Some areas were satisfactory, 
including the extent to which 
pupils feel safe and the extent of 
pupils’ social and cultural 
development. 

The school’s Early Years 
Foundation Stage was rated as 
good, as was the extent to which 
pupils adopt healthy lifestyles. 

Inspectors said governors’ 
understanding of the school’s 
strengths and weaknesses was 
improving, but the challenge to 
bring about improvement had 
not been strong enough. 

The main areas where the 
school, in Grange Lane, is re¬ 
quired to improve are in raising 
attainment, ensuring the large 
majority of teaching is good or 
better, strengthening the 
monitoring of teaching and 
learning and improving attend¬ 
ance. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil is assuring parents that work 
has started to tackle the school’s 
weaknesses.

Gayle Gorman, director of 
learning, said: “The council has 
been aware for some time of the 
areas which need to be add¬ 
ressed and has already started to 
tackle these. 

“The outcomes of this insp¬ 
ection were expected. There is 
much to be done and further 
changes to be made. 

“However, we are confident 
that pupils will soon be receiving 
an improved education and 
making better progress as a 
result.”

Trial date for 
driving charge 

A 34-YEAR-0LD man is 
to stand trial accused of 
driving while unfit through 
drugs. 

Paul Green, of Bakers 
Corner, Ely, is charged 
with driving a vehicle 
whilst unfit through drugs 
on the A142 in Sutton on 
November 24 last year. 
Green appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday and pleaded not 
guilty. He will stand trial at 
Cambridge Magistrates’

closure 
marks end 
of an era 

EMOTIONS ran high as 
magistrates, community leaders 
and solicitors came together to 
mark the closure of Ely’s much¬ 
loved courthouse. 

More than 100 people gathered 
inside the city’s Grade II listed 
Georgian magistrates’ court last 
Thursday for the building’s final 
court sitting. 

A poignant ceremony was held 
in the morning to mark the historic 
day, which was attended by guests 
including the High Sheriff of 
Cambridgeshire, Dr Nigel Brown, 
Mayor of Ely, Cllr Brian Ashton and 
Sue Griffin, chair of the East 
Cambridgeshire bench. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth, the 
Deputy Lord Lieutenant, 
councillors, magistrates, past 
members of the East 
Cambridgeshire bench, former 
justices’ clerks and solicitors also 
packed the benches and public 
gallery. 

In a moving tribute to the 
courthouse, Mrs Griffin said: 
“Today is a sad day for this 
splendid building. 

“Today is the last day that Ely 
courthouse will be used for the 
purpose for which it was built - to 
provide a court in which justice 
could be administered. 

“Although today is a sad 
occasion, it is also one for 
recalling and celebrating what has 
happened in this building. 

“I’d like you all to take a 


lingering look around this 
magnificent courtroom, especially 
upwards, and then join me in a 
salutation in which we wish Ely 
courthouse a dignified 
retirement.” 

The court is the old Shire Hall 
and was built in 1820 before 
opening as a courthouse in 1821. 

It is one of dozens of courts 
across the country being closed by 
Her Majesty’s Court Service 
(HMCS) in a bid to save millions of 


pounds each year in running costs. 

Community leaders have been 
battling to save it from closing 
since the announcement was 
made last year but HMCS insisted 
the court was underused and 
inadequate. 

Organisations including the Ely 
Society and Ely Perspective are 
now in talks about the building’s 
future and hope to preserve it for 
public use. 

Cllr Ashton said: “This is indeed 


a sad day in history for Ely and for 
the loss of another local service. 

“Ninety-eight per cent of people 
perhaps have never seen inside 
the courthouse, and for good 
reasons that may be. 

“But in the future it may be that 
the building can become available 
for everyone to appreciate it in a 
less serious fashion and I’m 
certain there will be a way forward 
to preserve this exceptional 
building.” 


Villagers’ petition 
against rates hike 


FURIOUS villagers have launch¬ 
ed a petition opposing an “out¬ 
rageous” hike in their council tax 
precept. 

Residents in Sutton are in uproar after 
Sutton Parish Council rubber-stamped a 
28 per cent precept increase. 

When the rise was announced last 
month, Rosie Seymour, parish council 
clerk, insisted the extra cash was needed 
to fund the costs of providing “high 
quality” services in the village. 

The increase will see taxpayers in a 
Band D property pay £2.31 a week. 

But with the rates due to come into 
effect tomorrow, residents are making a 
stand and have launched a petition, 
which they will present to the parish 
council, East Cambridgeshire District 
Council and local Government Minister, 
Eric Pickles. 

Pound Lane resident Gitta Evans, who 
is behind the campaign, said: “The 
council has not been open or honest 
with us and it isn’t fair. A 28 per cent 
increase is outrageous. 

“As a village, we receive no extra

services than any other village so why 
are we being asked to pay so much 
more? 

“We need to make a stand against this 
- there are cuts the council should be 
making, just like all other authorities, 
but instead they are just making tax¬ 
payers suffer.” 

Sarah Goodall, of Pound Lane, is also 
behind the petition, and said: “I can’t 
understand why Sutton Parish Council 
would decided to make such a steep 
increase given that East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has frozen the district’s 
rates for this financial year. 

“It is deeply unfair given that residents 
are already having to tighten their belts 
due to the economic climate and this is 
just putting on more undeserved press¬ 
ure.” 

Chris Dury, from Sutton, is also fur¬ 
ious. 

He said: “In this period of austerity, 
they have decided to increase the 


precept for 2011/12 from £130,000 to 
£166,500, whilst most other councils are 
showing no increase in expenditure. 

“This situation is bad enough, how¬ 
ever I believe there is a more serious 
financial problem which the council is 
unwilling to be open and forthright with 
the parishioners.” 

The petition has been distributed to 
businesses and shops in the village and 
residents have even been taking it door- 
to-door. 

Ms Seymour said: “I am aware a 
petition has been started and residents 
have a right to do that. 

“We will accept the petition when it is 
presented to us and will discuss it once 
that has been done.” 

By comparison, Littleport Parish 
Council has increased its precept by just 
0.1 per cent and Wilburton and Little 
Downham parish councils’ precepts 
stayed the same. 

Little Thetford Parish Council in¬ 
creased its precept by 4 per cent and 
Coveney’s will go up 8 per cent. 


Man and dog in lucky 
escape after grill blaze 


A MAN and a dog had a lucky 
escape after a fire broke out in 
a house in Ely. 

The blaze in New Barns 
Avenue, Ely, start at around 
3.50am on Sunday after some 
toast was left under a grill. 

Most of the house was left 
smoke-logged. 

A neighbour heard a smoke 
alarm inside the building 
sounding and dialled 999, 
sparking a call-out for two fire 
crews from Ely. 

Crews gained entry to the 
home and, searching the pro¬ 
perty wearing breathing app¬ 
aratus, discovered a man 
partially unconscious upstairs. 

He was carried to safety, as 
was a dog which was also 
found inside the home. 


The man was treated by 
paramedics at the scene and 
did not require hospital treat¬ 
ment. 

The dog was not affected. 

Brett Mills, watch manager 
at Ely Fire Station said: “Thank¬ 
fully a neighbour did the right 
thing and dialled 999 on 
hearing the smoke alarm, 
which meant we were able to 
ventilate the property and 
rescue the occupant before it 
was too late. 

“This goes to show how 
important a working smoke 
alarm is. 

“It is also a reminder never 
to start cooking late at night 
when it is easy to fall asleep or 
forget about it, and never leave 
cooking unattended.”

Our views are 
being ignored 

Sir, I attended the recent consultation 
exhibition on the building of 3,000 
new homes in the north of Ely. The 
plans are extensive and the exhibition 
seemed well attended. 

All visitors were asked to submit their 
thoughts on the exhibition but I 
declined - not because I don’t have 
any thoughts or concerns but based 
on history, because I question if they 
will be taken into consideration as 
recent events have shown this council 
does not listen to the electorate. 

The majority of residents do not want 
a leisure village on Downham Road, 
but East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) is pushing ahead 
with the plan. The majority of 
residents want proper recycling 
facilities but ECDC has constantly 
been behind the times or have taken 
backwards steps, and we now are the 
laughing stock in this area on 
recycling. 

Parking charges are unwanted but 
ECDC is pressing ahead with them, 
which is likely to effect business in 
the centre of Ely. 

The majority of residents wanted the 
Malting Cottages to be used for 
public use but ECDC have pushed 
ahead for plans to convert them to 
holiday apartments. 

Most people don’t want buses to be 
cut but ECDC has pushed ahead and 
severed these lifeline services for so 
many residents - young and old. 

The councils own report, A Strategy 
for Sustainable Communities in East 
Cambridgeshire, states that “over 70 
per cent of people feel that they 
cannot influence decisions” and “a 
similar amount feeling uninformed” 

- and they wonder why! 

The council has combated this issue 
by moving all meeting to the daytime, 
so if people work or have young 
children it is nearly impossible to get 
involved or influence decisions. 
Helpful, or just trying to keep a 
monopoly on decisions? 

The Conservative-led council 
continually ignores the needs and 
wishes of the electorate and the 
Liberal Democrats do not seem to 
provide much opposition, and when 
we hear Fordham councillor Michael 
Allen (Liberal Democrat) say “there 
are only small differences between 
the Liberal Democrats and the 
Conservatives” we can see why.

Too much focus 
on grand visions 

Sir, I write in response to the letter 
from Cllr Fred Brown published last 
week (District must move forward). 
He asserts that East Cambs is in the 
“dark ages” - his administration has 
been in charge for the last four years 
and bears responsibility for our 


refuse and recycling service, which 
certainly is from a former era. The 
Conservatives decided to contract 
for a plastic bag based service which 
was not only more expensive than 
one of the alternatives but has given 
us recycling rates that are failing, 
according to national targets, and 
embarrassing when compared with 
neighbouring areas. 

His group introduced a short-lived 
plastic bottle recycling collection 
which cost the district £188,000 and 
moved recycling rates by less than 1 
per cent while the service was 
running. Surely “emptying the bins” 
has to be the most basic but high 
profile service, the one you must get 
right. 

Contrast this with the profligate 
spending, in the millions, on leisure 
centre plans, masterplans, 
consultants’ reports and finely- 
tuned press releases. 

Current Conservative plans are for a 
dash for extra council income based 
on housing far in excess of local 
need, the plans drawn up in the 
property boom years prior to 2008. 
Visitors to the Ely north extension 
public exhibition will no doubt have 
wondered how the addition of 3,000 
plus houses would address, rather 
than worsen, the current mismatch 
between local employment and the 
housing growth of the last 10 years, 
which was freely admitted in the 
displayed proposals. 

There seems to have been a 
concentration, not on providing 
efficient local services and affordable 
housing, but on grand visions at 
public expense. The masterplan for 
Ely, initially developed behind closed 
is just one example of this. The next 
phase, according to proposals made 
available to members of council (but 
not the public), is the remodelling of 
the town centre, including new 
council offices and a multi-storey car 
park on the bowls club accessed by a 
new road across the Paradise Field 
from Deacons Lane. These plans, if 
implemented, will fundamentally 
alter the character of the locality. 

The new government has removed 
the housing targets that were 
centrally dictated, and it is now 
clearer than ever that it is the local 
Conservatives that are choosing this 
approach. The local elections in May 
will give your readers the 
opportunity to make their feelings 
known. I encourage them to use 
their votes.

Lorry lay-by fix 
for rail crossing 

Sir, Potential Conservative candidates 
for the coming May council elections 
are touting forms inviting residents to 
demand a southern bypass. 

This is a complete waste of time. 
Everyone not suffering the scourge of 
tunnel vision knows that there are 
dozens of traffic pressure points in 
the UK that have a far greater priority 
than our local difficulty. 

TheA14 from Cambridge to 
Huntington is an example of a traffic 
situation far worse than ours. 

Also, we are all aware that it would be 
relatively easy to build a lay-by on the 
A142 just 100 metres west of Stuntney

This would solve around 75 per cent 
of the problem of traffic backing up

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
do not want this solution as it feels it 
could delay the start of a full bypass 
and bridge, so it is using the rumour 
of rail crossing closures of 50 minutes 
in the hour. 

Have the railway authorities yet 
published full details of their 
proposals regarding the amount of rail 
traffic using this crossing during the 
busy times of day?

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‘Astonishing’ wait 
at railway crossing

A ROAD is closed to mot¬ 
orists for 35 minutes of 
each peak hour at a rail¬ 
way crossing, a survey 
has found. 

Research carried out for East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil shows motorists face the 
level crossing at Ely’s railway 
bridge being closed for 35 
minutes in the hour at peak 
times. 

And they found queues can 
exceed 100 metres. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman 
of the council’s strategic devel¬ 
opment committee, described 
the results as “astonishing”. 

The figures came a fortnight 
after Conservative councillors 
launched a petition urging the 
Government to help fund a 
southern link road to relieve 
congestion in the city. 

More than 300 people have 
signed the online campaign, 
entitled Ely Needs a Southern 
Link Road Now!, pleading for a 
southern bypass to be built.

The district council said 
work was under way to look for 
short and long-term solutions 
to tackle congestion. 

Cllr Cresswell said: “The 
research has given us a clear 
indication of the pressures 
caused by the barriers being 
down at the railway crossing in 
Ely. 

“It is astonishing to see that 
queues on a weekday can 
stretch up to 100 metres, not 
just once but up to three times 
over the course of a day.” 

The research showed on 
Saturdays, the barriers were 


down for an average of 29 
minutes in the hour and 18 
minutes in the hour on Sun¬ 
days. 

Average queues from the Ely 
side were 50 metres on week¬ 
days, 15 metres on Saturdays 
and 7 metres on Sundays. 

The average queues from the 
Stuntney side were 79 metres 
on weekdays, 15 metres on 
Saturdays and 5 metres on 
Sundays. 

The times when the road 
was most blocked were 1pm 
for the Ely side and 2pm for the 
Stuntney side. 


Research also concluded 
that a scenario of the barriers 
being closed for up to 50 
minutes in the hour by 2030 
was possible. 

Cllr Cresswell said: “The 
challenge for us is to use this 
information as we plan for 
future growth. 

“There has always been a 
question of funding and we 
continue to work to find sol¬ 
utions. 

“For example, the Govern¬ 
ment has discussed an idea 
that authorities could use 
business rates generated in an 
area to fund infrastructure dev¬ 
elopments, or borrow against 
them and potential future 
rates. 

“This is clearly one way we 
could raise the sort of sums 
which would pay for a 
definitive solution to this 
problem afflicting the district 
once and for all.”

Her entry told the story 
of her great grandparents, 
Mabel and Henry Aldrich, 
from Diss, Norfolk, who 
died one year apart in 1910 
and 1911 at the age of just 
35 and 40. 

Mrs Duffety told how 


they left behind seven 
young children, who were 
lucky enough to be sent to 
aunts and uncles to be 
looked after, and describes 
how her present family 
make-up is in stark contrast 
to that of her relatives. 

She used the photograph 
of herself and her daughter 
Georgina, which she 
describes as the ‘modern, 
single parent family’. 

Mrs Duffety won a digital 
camera and her pictures, 
along with the winner’s and 
eight other runners-up, 
were projected onto 
Wandsworth Town Hall in 
London last Friday.

The charity also organised 
holiday activities for local child¬ 
ren, play sessions for pre-school 
aged children and offered skills 
sessions to help parents with 
everything from feeding to 
behavioural issues. 

Funding came from a variety of 


sources, including national 
charities, Cambridgeshire Social 
Services, the Lottery Board and 
local donations. 

With the charity closing, Soham 
resident Ann Seal, of The Cotes, 
has now applied for planning 
permission to change the use of 
the charity’s consulting rooms to 
residential. 

A planning application has 
been submitted to East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council and a 
decision could be made within 
the next eight weeks.

Phone hack 
claims made 
at hearings 


THE parents of murdered 
Soham schoolgirls Holly 
Wells and Jessica Chapman 
may have been targeted in 
the phone hacking scandal, 
an MP has revealed. 

The families were mentioned 
during a Commons Culture, Media 
and Sport Select Committee meet¬ 
ing into alleged phone hacking by 
News International journalists. 

During the debate last week, 
Birmingham MP Tom Watson 
questioned Acting Deputy Comm¬ 
issioner John Yates on the ongoing 
police investigation. 

Mr Watson suggested that the 
names of the schoolgirls’ parents 
appeared on a list of people whose 
phone voicemails were targeted by 
private investigators. 

Holly’s father, Kevin Wells, has 
revealed that officers are “keeping 
him informed” about the invest¬ 
igation. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, he 
said: “The police are keeping us 
informed but we are maintaining 
‘no comment’ across the board.” 


Last Thursday, Mr Yates answ¬ 
ered “serious allegations” that the 
Metropolitan Police had failed to 
fully investigate phone hacking 
claims. 

Mr Watson, who is a former 
Labour defence minister, referred 
to private investigator Glenn 
Mulcaire, who was jailed for six 
months for plotting to intercept 
voicemail messages left for royal 
aides. 

He asked Mr Yates: “If it trans¬ 
pires from the review of the 
Mulcaire evidence that... Mulcaire 
was instructed to hack the phones 
of family members of the children 
that were killed at Soham, would 
that warrant an adequate use of 
police resources to investigate?” 

Mr Yates, who is not involved in 
the new inquiry, said he was un¬ 
aware of the claims but believes 
claims they appeared on a list 
should be investigated. 

A spokesman for News Internat¬ 
ional has denied the claim and 
said: “We are not aware of any 
evidence to support this alleg¬ 
ation.”

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Charity box 
theft duo to 
repay cash 


RECOVERING drug add¬ 
icts have appeared before 
magistrates after stealing 
a charity box. 

Simon Clarke, 36, and Karl 
Hutchings, 33, entered the 
Lab as store in Ely’s Newnham 
Street on March 3. 

While inside the foreign food 
delicatessen, they pinched a 
yellow plastic tub containing 
around £30 from beside the till 
when staff were not looking. 

Clarke, of Meadow Close, 
Witchford, and Hutchings, of 
Nene Road, Ely, appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last Thursday 
and both pleaded guilty to a 
charge of shoplifting. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “The store kept a money 
box beside the till and period¬ 
ically, staff chose different 
charities they wished to pass the 
money onto. 

“They noticed it was missing 
and checked the CCTV footage, 
on which they saw Hutchings 
and Clarke inside the shop. 

“Hutchings was seen opening 
the door to die counter, allowing 
Clarke to reach in and take the 
charity box. 

“Police were later shown the 
footage and tracked both of 
them down.

“The exact amount inside the 
box was not known but staff 
estimated it to be around £30.” 

The court heard how Hutch¬ 
ings had previous convictions 
but had not been before mag¬ 
istrates since 2004. 

In January, Clarke was given a 
conditional discharge for a 
similar shoplifting offence and 
by stealing the charity box, had 
breached that order. 

Jacqui Baldwin, mitigating, 
told the court how both her 
clients were recovering heroin 
addicts. 

She said: “This was a yellow 
plastic pot on the counter which 
had nothing to suggest it was a 
charity box. 

“They believed it was a tip box 
for staff and although that 
doesn’t excuse what they did, it 
does mean they didn’t steal 
knowing it was for charity.” 

Magistrates made Clarke 
subject to a 12-month super¬ 
vision order and Hutchings was 
placed on a 12-month cond¬ 
itional discharge. 

Both were ordered to pay £15 
compensation to the shop each, 
as well as £85 court costs each.

Funding fixes flooding problem 


RESIDENTS living in a high- 
risk flood area are breathing 
a sigh of relief. 

The first stage of a project 
to tackle surface water 
flooding in Littleport has now 
been completed. 

The work began in 
December last year and has 
seen two new culverts built to 
help drain water away in 
certain areas of the village. 

For years, residents in 
Victoria Street, Willow Court, 
The Holmes, Station Road, 


The Hythe and Silt Road have 
been blighted by flooded 
gardens and even buildings 
during periods of heavy 
rainfall. 

Cllr Tony Parramint, 
chairman of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s environment and 
transport committee, said: 
“Having recently inspected 
the work myself, the 
contractors have done a 
fantastic job to build a 
system which should make 


flooding in the area is a thing 
of the past.” 

The £141,000 scheme has 
been funded by the 
Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs. 

Cllr Parramint said: “This 
is a great example of how 
local and national 
government can work 
together to improve the lives 
of residents, who for years 
have struggled with the 
problems of surface water 
flooding.” 


Expansion may 
Include space 
for community 


ART and a community room 
could be located in a super¬ 
market if expansion plans are 
approved. 

Jonathan James, owner of Budgens in 
Clay Street, Soham, wants to expand the 
supermarket by around 5,000 sq ft to 
12,500 sq ft. He says the extra space could 
see a community room and cafe added to 
the store. 

The store’s existing police office could 
also be extended and Mr James hopes to 
build a mezzanine floor where local 
artists and craftspeople could showcase 
their work. 

No plans have been submitted yet, but 
Mr James said the scheme would boost 
the town centre and enable it to 
“increase the range of products stocked 
and provide more locally sourced 
products”.

charging points for electric cars.” 

He added: “This is an extremely 
exciting project and we are confident it 
will provide shoppers with every poss¬ 
ible reason to use the High Street, 
ensuring its long term vitality and 
viability for the future. 

“This represents a very significant 
investment but one that we very much 
believe is in tune with the desires of local 
people.” 

Mr James said: “Our plans are inspired 
by the Local Development Framework 
and Soham Masterplan.

THE drugs do work in Neil 
Burger’s visually arresting 
morality tale, set on the bustling 
streets of New York. 

However, narcotic nirvana 
comes at a price. 

According to popular myth, 
humans only use 10 to 20 per 
cent of their total brain power - 
a startling statistic without any 
grounding in scientific fact. 
Imagine the huge leaps and 
bounds that could be achieved 
in science and the arts if we 
could somehow energise those 
supposedly dormant synapses. 
The answers to the universe’s 
great mysteries could be 
resolved in the blink of an eye. 
Alan Glynn’s debut novel, The 
Dark Fields, invented a fictitious 
wonder drug that could do just 
that - reboot the brain - and 
imagined the repercussions for 
an avaricious modern society.

‘hard to obtain’ 


THE insurance indus¬ 
try is still adjusting to 
the presence of electric 
cars on the UK’s roads- 
- that’s the conclusion 
from aTheGreenCar 
Website.co.uk 
investigation. 

Using a driver profile of 
a 27 year old female, with 
a clean driving licence 
held for five years and 
with a three years no¬ 
claims discount, those 
insurers able to quote for 
electric car were tested for 
their best price for 
comprehensive insurance 
with a £100 excess for 
models such as the Nissan 
Leaf, which makes its first 
UK deliveries last week. 

Price varied wildly, from 


over £12,000 from the very 
worst price via a price 
comparison website to 
insure a Mitsubishi i- 
MiEV, while the worst 
quote for the Leaf came to 
£3,499. While electric car 
insurance is expected to 
come at a premium over 
comparable petrol 
models, such quotes are 
above and well beyond 
this. 

Best price via our top 10 
insurance companies on 
the Leaf was £876.89 and 
for the Mitsubishi i-MiEV 
it was £763.83. The 
Peugeot iOn’s best quote 
was £832.73. All three 
prices came from just one 
of the top 10 - Admiral. 

However the very best 
prices came from a small, 


specialist insurer 
Pluginsure.co.uk - which 
quoted £658 to insure the 
i-MiEV or iOn and £691.17 
to insure the Leaf 
(although this did include 
a £250 excess). 

“Our research has 
shown that the first 
electric car buyers may 
need to be patient and 
hunt around for the best 
deal rather than accept 
the first quote they get,” 
advises the website’s 
editor, Faye Sunderland. 

"It might be a bit 
frustrating at first, as some 
insurers are simply not 
ready to deal with your 
enquiry, but persevere as 
the difference in 
quotations can be simply 
shocking.”
